Morning of 17 General Taylor and Lt. Gen eral Feren baugh, Deputy 
Commander, Eighth US Army (FWD) met with I L with whom fol 

nan era wer e left: Aide-Memoire slightly revised as memorandum for 

signed by Gen Taylor, and 2 in closure: a) minimum 

security standard, and b) s uggested orga nization. Huggins, Melton 
and Weidman were introduced t q and latter was requested 

to inform us thru Ferenbaugh when his side was ready to negotiate. 
We then returned to Tokyo 17 with Taylor, and will stand by till 
further word. In addition to Ferenbaugh fol persons have been 
apprised of subject by General Taylor: J-2 FEG, SSR FEC, 

Ambassador Lacy, and General Lemnitzer, CG, AFFE/Eighth Amy who 
will be Taylor's replacement as CINCFE.” 

The members noted the information presented.
